NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Mounted 
lice rode their horses through 
towds of rioters today at NRA 


headquarters at Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania in midtown New York. Police 
said radicals numbering 3500 were 


responsible for the disorders. 

More than 50 arrests were made. 

Groups of demonstrators bearing 
placards and banners were pushed 
hack to sidewalks and police at- 
tempted to chase them out of the 
neighborhood. 

More tnan 2000 strikers in the 
eaning, dyeing and tailoring in- 
try assembled at the hotel at 

30 a. Mm. 

Banners carried by the demon- 
strators proclaimed a right to se- 
ject their own labor organizations. 

The original 2000 gathered at 
the hotel were soon augmented by 
1000 more from the left wing of the 
bot and shoe workers, also on 
strike. At noon the demonstration 
was swelled by the addition of 500 
men's custom tailors. 

Many hundred bystanders 
watched the melee from safe van- 
tage points beneath the pillars of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad termi- 
pa! 

Rush on Hotel Checked. 

The cleaning and dyeing group 
attempted to rush into the lobby of 
the hotel, but were prevented by 
patrolmen on guard. They then 
marched around and around the 
block, displaying their banners and 
aking several unsuccessful sorties 
loward thé-entrances. 

A delegation of 12 was finally per- 
mitted to enter to confer with 
Thomas J. Donovan, acting head 
of the NRA Interpretations Bu- 
reau, and Ivar Axelsen, executive 
secretary of the Mediation Com- 
mittee. 

While they conferred, the parad- 

ers on the street jeered at arriving 
policemen, and unseated one of the 
Mounted contingent. 
@When it appeared that trouble 
was brewing, Charles C. Green, ex- 
secutive vice-chairman of local NRA 
administration, telephones Chief 
Inspector John O’Brien, asking for 
Police assistance. 

Up to that time the demonstrat- 
ors confined themselves to shouting 
‘we want bread.” 

Some 40 of them were herded into 
the subway entrance adjoining the 
hotel. As other delegations arrived 
a detective turned in a riot call. 
‘Our emergency squads and 12 po- 
lice patrol cars responded. These, 
With a dozen mounted men, brought 
the police strength to 150.

BLUEBEARD’ EXECUTED 
BY SHOOTING IN BACK 


Cesare Serviatti, Murderer of 
Three Women, Put to 
Death at Spezia, Italy. 


By the Arsociated Press. 

SPEZIA, Italy; Oct. 13.—Cesare 
Serviatti, “the Bluebeard of Italy,” 
was executed by shooting in the 
back in the presence of a large 
crowd of spectators at dawn today. 
He was tied to a chair, blindfolded 
and executed by a firing squad o 
carabinieri. 

He was convicted and sentenced 


July 7 on 11 counts, all connected 
with the disappearance and death 
of three young women who had 
given him their affections and life 


savings. 
One of his victims was Beatrice 
Margarucci, formerly of Long 


Branch, N. J. He made matrimon- 
ial advances to her shortly after 
she arrived in Italy. After obtain- 
ing the savings she had accumulat- 
ed during many years as a domes- 
tic, he murdered her Oct. 30, 1930, 
cut the body in pieces and threw 
it into the,Tiber at Rome. 
Pasqua Bartolini was killed and 
disposed of the same way. 
Serviatti was caught when he de- 
viated from his system. All Italy 
was aroused last November with 
the finding in railway stations of 
suitcases containing parts of 2 
woman’s body. Two of the suit- 
cases were found at Naples, one 
at Rome. After long police search, 
the contents of the suitcases were 
identified as parts of the body of 
Paulina Gorietti, and authorities 
were told she had had a suitor 
called Serviatti in Spezia. Serviatti 
arrested, promptly confessed. He 
said he had kicked Paulina to death 
during a lover’s quarrel. 
Prosecutors, however, established

drew from Serviatti full confession.

Football Coach Gives Blood. 

Blood for the first transfusion 
was supplied Wednesday by the 
McBride coach, Carl O. Kamp, who 
was frequently at Tully’s bedside 
despite the critical illness of his 
own mother, who died later that 
same night at her home. Brother 
Edwin. Goerdt 8. M., of the Mc- 
Bride faculty, provided the blood 
for a second transfusion yesterday, 
and two friends assisted in. an- 
other transfusion late yesterday 
and early today. 

A game scheduled for this after- 
noon between McBride and Central 
High School had been postponed 
before Tully died, because of his 
iliness and the death of Mrs. 
Kamp. 

This was Tully’s first year on the 
regular team, although he played 
with the squad last year. He was 
about six feet tall, and of sturdy 
build. 

An older brother, Duncan Tully, 
said his brother told him he was 
“out on his feet” during the game 
last Friday, but that he complained 
of no particular injury. Several 
times after he became ill he ex- 
pressed concern that he would not 
be able to play'in the game with 
Central. 

David was the youngest of three 

sons of Mr. and Mrs. Tully. An- 
other older brother, Raymond, is a 
scholastic in the Jesuit order.

FEE-SPLITTING WITH 


Four Men Already Cited for 
Contempt of Court in 


Connection With Grand 
Jury Investigation. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—William H. 
Malone, former chairman of the [I)- 
linois State Tax Commission, was 
indicted by the Federal grand jury 
today on charges of defrauding the 
Government of $59,580.13 income 
tax for 1929 and 1930. 

Malone was for 10 years a mem- 
ber of the Tax Board and was its 
chairman for five years under for- 
mer Governors Small and Emmer- 
son. The inquiry into his income 
has been prpceeding for weeks, re- 
sulting in the citation of four men 
for contempt of Federal Court h:- 
cause of alleged evasive, false and 
misleading testimony before the 
grand jury. One, Henry L. Blira, 
is appealing a three-month jail 
term imposed because he failed re- 
peatedly to satisfy the prosecutor 
in his testimony. 

The Government tried to show 
that Malone shared the fees of at- 
torneys appearing before his cor- 
mission ‘for corporations seeking 
tax reductions. 

Malone Now Abroad. 

The indictment of Malone, who 
is now traveling abroad, contained 
two counts alleging attempts to 
evade and defeat income taxes for 
the two years in question. 

A gross income of $314,135 for 
1928 was alleged, with deductions 
totaling $34,056, which left a net 
income .of ,$280,079- on “Which Ma- 
lone should haye.paid.» tax of 
$58,478.55. The Government Gharges. 
however, that he filed a return 
showing gross income of only $40,- 
284, with deduction of $34,056, leav- 
ing a net reported income of $6228 
on which he paid a tax of only 
$5.23. 

The second count alleges for 1930 
a gross income of $84,417, offset 
by a loss of $60,910 and deductions 
totaling $709, leaving net income of 
$22,797. Instead, the indictment 
charges, Malone filed a return 
showing a loss of $56,428, deduc- 
tions $678, and saying no tax wus 
due for the year, while the Gov- 
ernment charged he should pay 
$1101.58. 

The indictment did not give in 
detail the course of the funds it is 
allged Malone hid from the Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector, citing it 
merely as “other income.” This 
item amounted to $269,958 for 1929 
and $79,150 for 1930. 

Bond Fixed at $25,000. 

Malone’s bond was fixed at $25,- 
000. Green announced that’ the 
State Department would be asked 
to cancel Malone’s passports. 

Each of the two counts-in the in- 
dictment carries a possible maxi- 
mum penalty of,five years in prison 
and $10,000 fine on conviction. 

Of the four witnesses cited for 
contempt, three recanted and elab- 
orated on their unsatisfactory tes- 
timony and the contempt charges 
were dropped. Blim, however, re- 
fused.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — Alca- 

traz Island, the military prison in

Attorney-General Cummings, in

Alcatraz Island’s rocky shores 
rise precipitately from the San 
Francisco Bay. The island is more 
than a mile from the nearest main- 
land point. A swift current swirls 
constantly around it. In all its long 
history as a military prison, not 
one inmate has escaped. 

The Attorney-Gencral indicated 
definitely that Harvey Bailey and 
George (Machine Gun) Kelly, sen- 
tenced to life terms for the Urschel 
kidnaping, would be sent to the 
island. Asked about “Scarface” Al 
Capone, he was non-committal. 

Cummings pointed out that both 
Bailey and Kelly have made re- 
peated threats to escape, and added 
his opinion that both should be kept 
away from the main body of Fed- 
eral convicts. 

Cummings said the most trouble- 
some criminal type recognized by 
penologists was the recidivist, the 
repeater who makes a business of 
crime and who could not be re- 
formed by corrective treatment. In 
this category, he placed. the gang- 
eter and racketeer and kidnaper. 
The segregation of the most vicious 
of these, Cummings said, would be 
a distinct advance in the depart- 


ment’s fight against organized 
crime. 
The prison has cells for 600 
persons. 


Asked if the segregation of 600 
convicts would solve the problem, 
Cummings said it very likely would. 
In fact, he added, the removal of 
7 to 100 prisoners each from At- 
lanta and Leavenworth would 
largely end troubles of the authori- 
ties there. |

Unfriendly to Nationals 
Residing in U. S. _ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—A boy- 
cott was declared by the American 
Federation of Labor convention to- 
day against goods and services sup- 
plied by Germany, Italy, Russia, 
China or “any other country” which 
forbids free trade unionization. 

The. Executive Council had rec- 
ommended simply a boycott of Ger- 
man-made goods and service, the 
boycott to continue until working 
people were allowed to organize and 
the “persecution of Jewish people” 
ceased. 

But the Resolutions Committee’s 
report, adopted by the convention, 
said that to boycott one nation 
without mentioning others might 
bring accusations ‘that the conven- 
tion was unfriendly to a particular 
nationality. 

The boycott, the convention 
agreed, “is not intended to be re- 


stricted to use against the unfair 
and cruel practices of the German 
Government only, but also against 
any other Government under simi- 
lar circumstances.” 

The report added that the con- 
vention should adopt a similar pol- 
icy “against the governments and 
commercial interests of other coun- 
tries wherein the workers are be- 
ing denied the right of free trade 
union organization, or where any 
people are being persecuted because 
of race, religious belief or political 
affiliations.” 


The Problems Involved. 


The report continued: 

“These are problems involving the 
governments of Italy, with its Fas- 
cism, and Russia, with its Commu- 
nism, and China, with its chaos, all 
presenting a condition under which 
free trade union organization is im- 
possible. There are other countries, 
too, which present problems of the 
same sort.” 

The convention emphasized, how- 
ever, that it had no intention of 
being unfair to nationals of the 
countries mentioned who are in the 
United States. 

Adoption of the committee report 
followed an urgent appeal by Presi- 
dent William Green for a “ringing 
protest against the German Gov- 
ernment that will carry cheer to 
our people over there.” 

Matthew Woll, a vice-president 
of the federation, also warned the 
convention that organizations were 
being set up ‘in our own country to 
persecute the Jews.” 


Legion Chief Speaks. 


Shortly before approving the 
boycott, the convention heard Ed- 
ward A. Hayes, new president of 
the American Legion, exchange 
with Green a pledge that the two 
organizations would work together 
for the objectives they both seek. 
Among these were listed a “human” 
hospitalization policy, continued re- 
striction of immigration, opposition 
to Communist tendencies, and de- 
mands for a “sound and stable cur- 
rency.” 

Green added that the Federation 
also would continue its “opposition 
to the recognition of Soviet Russia 
until it disavows the Third Inter- 
nationale and ceases fts efforts to 
stir up revolution in the United 
States.” . 

A resolution was adopted in- 
structing the executive council to 
seek congressional enactment of a 
Federal license law to be enforced 
when the temporary recovery act 
ceases operation. 


From Senator Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, the conven- 
tion received a telégram holding 
that “the spirit of the recovery 
movement demands the repeal of 
that portion of the economy act 
which reduced salaries of Govern- 
ment employes and in the coming 
session of Congress I will favor res- 
toration of this reduction to these 
employes immediately.” | 

Apparently satisfied with the pro- 
gram of its present leaders the Fed- 
eration yesterday reaffirmed its 
traditional opposition to unre- 
strained inflation, pledged its 
support to President ‘Roosevelt's 
recovery program and re-elected its 
officers for another year.

ENIOINS FIRM AGAINST 
HAITING UNIONIZATION 


Wisconsin “ Court Holds Shoe 
Company Violated Labor Sec- 
tion of Recovery Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 13— 
The Simplex Shoe Manufacturing 
Co. was enjoined today from inter- 
fering with unionization of its work- 
ers. 

Circuit Judge Jokn J. Gregory 
held that the ccmpany had violated 
section 7-A, the so-called labor pro- 
National Recovery 
Act, by refusing to deal with C. J. 
McMorrow, Boston, vice-president 
of the International Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union. 


The Simplex firm, the Judge held, 
had threatened workers with loss 
of employment if the plant were 
unionized. The Court quoted a 
statement of A. 8. Weyenberg, vice- 
president of the company, which 
was read to employes. Weyenberg, 
according to Court records, said: 


“In the event that we have any 
interference from the union or any 
outside organization, we shall be 
forced to close our plant indefinite- 
ly for the reason that a salesman 
will be unable to sell our product 
on a competitive basis.” 


“The language of the statement,” 
Judge Gregory said, “shows an at- 
tempt on the part of'the defendant 
to deny the right of its employes to 
organize freely and to bargain col- 
lectively through representatives of 
their own choosing, and an interfer- 
ence, restraint and coercion in the 
designation of such representa- 
tives” 

The shoe company had contended 
that the action should have been 
tried in Federal Court. But Judge 
Gregory held that the blanket in- 
dustrial code, which the Simplex 
firm signed, was a contract for the 
benefit of a third party, in this in- 
stance the workers, and that under 
the Wisconsin labor code such a 
contract came under the State 
courts.

The operatdrs’ statement was 
made public at the White House 
yesterday with a letter in reply 
from the President saying: “* am 
gratified to note this progress and 
I trust that negotiations may pro- 
ceed.” 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
refused to sey whether the owners’ 
overtures were satisfactory, explain- 
Ing the matter needed clarification 
which probably woud come at the 
meeting between the owners and 
Philip Murray, vice-president and 
negotiator for the United Mine 
Workers. 

Owners’ Offer. 

The letter signed by 20 steel com- 
pany heads, who own the “captive” 
mines and use all their output, said 
they owed a duty to employes who 
“do not desire to be coerced into 
joining a union,” and added: 

“However, we v."'l recognize vol- 
untary orders for payment of any 
portion of the wages of any em- 
ployes of our coal mines for dues 
to any organization of which he 
may be a member, to the extent 
that we are legally permitted so to 
do under the laws of the respective 


states in which our ope s are 
conudcted, on the understanting 
that all of our employes shall 


free to join or not to join any union 
as they please, and that any of our 
employes who do not wish to join 
a union will in some effective way 
be assured of adequate protection 
from interference, restraint or co- 
ercion of any kind. 

“It is not our inténtion to sur- 
render any right which we may 
have to afford them such proteéc- 
tion.” 

Nathan L. Miller of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute, wrote 
the President Oct. 10 informing him 
of the operators’ stand. 

President Roosevelt, in his letter 
to Miller, refers to the conditions 
mentioned in the operators’ letter 
and says: “It is not my understand- 
ing that the statement of these 
conditions or any other statement 
in these letters intends to inter- 
pret, modify or qualify any exist- 
ing statutory requirement or the 
exercise of any statutory adminis- 
trative discretion.”

VOTES FOR CITY CO-OPERATION 
IN BANK REORGANIZATION 


Board of Aldermen Permits Comp- 
troller to Approve Lafayette- 
South Side Plan. 

A bill authorizing the city to co- 
operate in the reorganization of La- 
fayette-South Side Bank & Trust 
Co., where it has $2,000,000 on de- 
posit, was passed today by the 

Board of Aldermen. 

It permits the Comptroller to con- 
sent to any plan of reorganization 
approved by the State Finance 
Commissioner and the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. Such a 
plan, announced Wednesday by the 
bank, which has been closed since 
March, provides for making 50 per 
cent of deposits available immedi- 
ately, and requires depositors to ac- 
cept preferred stock for 8 per cent 
of their deposits and participation 
certificates in slow assets for 42 per 
cent. 

Alderman Golden, vice-president 
of the board, explained that this 
would not release from liability 15 
directors of the bank who signed 
as security for the city’s deposit. 
Should the participation certificates 
or the stock not be worth their face 
value, he said, the city might look 
to these directors for the difference. 

He recommended that in the fu- 
ture the city require the posting of 
Government bonds as collateral to 
secure its deposits, and that bank 
directors, in signing surety agree- 
ments, be required to state their 
qualifications. Such statements 
were not required of the Lafayette’s 
directors.

He had to resort to legal action, 
however, to recover the money and 
bonds, he said. 

He testified his income was only 
about $200 a month and that his 
most prosperous month, in 1928, 
showed an income of $500. 

In the check of the receptacles, 
he said, he found $200 in a shoe box 
and other money in a bedspread 
and in jars. “I found more than I 
thought I had,” he testified. “I 
guess my wife overlooked the $200.” 

They were married in 1915 and 
separated the last time in May of 
this year.

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TWO NEGROES 
GET LIFE FOR 
HOLDUP MURDER 


Sentenced for Killing St. 
Louis County Farmer— 
50 Years Additional for 
Second Slaying. 


John Asberoy and Anderson Al- 
len, Negroes, pleaded guilty today 
of stabbing to death Martin Mla- 
dunicky, St. Louis County truck 
farmer, and Willie Walker, penni- 
less Negro, in holdups last June 
12. Each received a life sentence 
for the first murder and a 50-year 
sentence for the second. 

Referring to the brutality of the 
murders, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Sullivan told Circuit Judge Hoff- 
meister the two “deserved to hang” 
but that the State found itself 
without any eye-witnesses to eith- 
er crime and that prosecution 
would be difficult inasmuch as 
each defendant accused the other 
of being the actual murderer. He 
said he was recommending the two 
sentences in order to extend the 
time in prison, even under parole 
regulations. 

Mladunicky, who was 55 years old 
and resided near Baden, was 
stabbed to death near Sixts anr 
Carr streets a few hours after he 
had brought a load of produce to 
market. A half hour later, Walker, 
who had been sleeping in a truck at 
the foot of Poplar street, was 
killed. 

The slayers were discovered wash- 
ing bloody knives in the Mississippi 
River. Confessing, they told of a 
night spent in drinking alcohol and 
water, of knifing Mladunicky when 
they searched him and found nv 
money, and of killing Walker, de 
spite his cries for mercy. 

They also were identified by 
James Woodson, Negro, who ran 
when they tried to rob him, throw- 
ing to them 50 cents, all the money 
he had. Woodson was drowned Aug. 
8, when he went swimming in the 
Mississippi. 

Asberoy is 28 years old and a 
former convict; Allen 21. They 
resided in a shack near the foot of 
Biddle street.

GENTRY SHELTON 
AND WIFE KILLED: 
TRAIN HITS AUTO 


St. Louis Manufacturer’s 
Machine Struck at Un- 
guarded Grade Crossing 
Near Fairmount Track. 


William Gentry Shelton, 4467 Lin- 
dell boulevard, electric apparatus 
manufacturer, and his wife, Eliza- 
beth, were killed shortly before 6 
o’clock last night when their auto- 
mobile was struck by a Baltimore 
& Ohio passenger train at a grade 
crossing near Fairmount race 
track. 


They had attended the races and 
were on their way to East St. Louis 
to have dinner at the home of 
Finis P. Ernest, head of the East 
St. Louis Gasoline Co. Seeking to 
avoid the heavy traffic on the Col- 
linsville road, Shelton turned into 
Black lane, a little-traveled road, 
which intersects the highway a 
short distance south of the race 
track. 

The grade crossing, about a 
quarter of a mile east of Collins- 
ville road, is unguarded, except for 
the conventional crossing sign. The 
view is unobstructed from the lane. 
The heavy sedan was struck square- 
ly by the train, a special carrying 
members of the Citizens’ Conserva- 
tion Corps to Cincinnati. The ma- 
chine was carried several hundred 
feet before being tossed aside. The 
train was stopped and passengers 
pulled Mr. and Mrs. Shelton from 
their wrecked automobile, which 
later caught fire. Both were pro- 
nounced dead at the scene by army 
surgeons traveling with the conser- 
vation corps. 

The bodies were taken in an am- 
bulance to an East St. Louis un- 
dertaking establishment where 
bank books in Shelton’s pockets led 
to the identification. 

Ernest, who made telephone in- 
quiry when the dinner guests failed 
to arrive at his home, learned of the 
accident through East St. Louis po- 
lice. 

Shelton, who was 60 years old, 
was president-treasurer of W. G. 
Shelton Co., 1709 Locust street, man- 
ufacturers of permanent waving 
machines. The grandson of Maj. 
William Gentry, a pioneer Missouri- 
an, Shelton was born in Pettis 
County, Mo. He was educated at 
the old Smith Academy here and at 
a New Jersey preparatory school 
and for a number of years lived in 
New York. The first Mrs. Shelton 
died about 20 years ago. A son, 
William Gentry Shelton Jr., 4440 
Lindell boulevard, Lambert Field 
flyer, survives. Richard T. Shelton, 
4352 Westminster place, is a brother 

Mrs. Shelton, 50 years old, had 
also been married before. She is 
survived by a daughter, Miss 
Aimee Smith Shelton, who resided 
with her, and a son, De Forest 
Smith of Larchmont, N. Y.

The Sweeten Co. eontended that 
Ford had promised to make good 
all obligations outstanding against 
the old Lincoln Co. 

Benjamin O. Frick, counsel for 
Ford, said he could not determine 
whether an appeal would be filed 
until he had consulted with gener- 
al counsel for the Ford interests. 

During the trial one of the jurors 
was dismissed after the Court an- 
nounced he had been heard to ex- 
press an opinion in the case.

RETAIL MARKUP 


NRA Administrator, Wal 
lace and Peek to Advise 
Roosevelt Not to Accept 
Provision in Code. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Presiv 

dent Recosevelt’s industrial and 
farm recovery administrators will 
advise against approval of mini< 
mum price mark-ups for the retail 
trade as proposed in codes awaiting 
the President’s signature. 

Instead, it was disclosed today, 
they will recommend that the 
Government contribute its efforts 
to stop price-cutting. 

The leaders will suggest that thd 
Administration offer to list as an 
unfair trade practice the sale of 
merchandise below the invoice cost 
to the retailer. 

The basis for the agreement was 
reached by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace, Gen. Hugh 8. Johne- 
son, NRA administrator, and Farm 
Administrator George N. Peek. 

If approval is given at the White 
House, it will mean rejection of 
a minimum retail mark-up by the 
food and grocery industry of 7% 
per cent over delivered cost, and 
a 10 per cent minimum mark-up 
by other retail groups. 

Farm administration officials 
yesterday completed a four-day 
hearing on the master food code, 
Besides calling for the 7% per cent 
mark-up by retailers, it proposed a 
minimum mark-up of 2% per cent 
for wholesalers. 

The other distribution groups, 
with their proposal for a minimum 
of 10 per cent, come under the 
jurisdiction of the NRA, which 
hopes to complete action on the 
code within a few days. 

Peek has been an outspoken op- 
ponent of the mark-up in the food 
code and recently authorized 
Frederick C. Howe, consumer's 
counsel for the Farm Administra- 
tion, to make a public attack on 
the minimum mark-up plan. 

It was reported that at the con- 
ference between Wallace Johnson 
and Peek it was agreed the task of 
enforcing the minimum mark-up 
provisions would be difficult and 
that the Administration’s principal 
interest—stopping the sale of “loss 
leaders”—could be served without 
authorizing minimum mark-ups. 

The practice of selling articles 
below cost in order to stimulatdé 
trade is said by Peek to have a 
depressing effect on prices of raw 
materials sold by farmers.

SURVIVORS 
‘TELL OF 21 LOSI 
IN SHIPWRECK 


Greek Freighter, Hit by 
Hurricane Off North Car- 
olina’ Coast, Went Down 
in Five Minutes. 


wy the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 13.—Five 
Greek sailors reached port yester- 
day aboard a rescue vessel, and 
told of the hurricane that sank 
their ship, the freighter Annoula. 
Twenty-one persons were drowned. 
The survivors were picked up 
Sunday night by the Italian steam- 
ship Montello, after they had spent 
36 hours in a small open boat, bat- 
tered by racing seas and drifting. 
The hurricane struck the vessel 
600 miles off the coast of North 


Carolina early last Friday. It 
smashed the superstructure, bat- 
tered the hull, and sent the ship to 
the bottom. 

Capt. George Couvielos and four 
of his crew—boatswain Vassilio 
Pappas; Panagio Diacatos, cook, 
and Isadore Cheras and Johannus 
Mathison, sailors — managed to 
keep afloat one of the small boats. 
They were picked up 110 miles off 
Bermuda, many miles from where 
the wreck occurred. 

The rescue was made in the night 
by the Montello, commanded by 
Capt. Antonio de Gregorio. The 
five drifting seamen, shouting and 
calling, were heard by the Montel- 
lo’s crew. A searchlight was 
turned on them and they were 
pulled aboard, small boat and all. 
“The storm struck us Friday and 
continued all day,” said Capt. Cou- 
vielos, who was confined to his 


ceived in swimming to the small 
boat floated from the Annoula. 


Wave Knocks Down Captain. 


“We were riding it out pretty 
well, but by midnight, it had 
reached ferocious proportions and 
continued until 1:30 ., m. 

“I went to my quarters then and 
sent for the wireless operator, in- 
tending to command him to send 
out an SOS. He opened the door of 
my cabin, standing in water ankle 
deep, and as he attempted to enter 
a wave broke over the ship and I 
saw him carried overboard. 

“I was knocked down and appar- 
ently senseless, but I came to, 
swimming in my own stateroom. 
“The water was rising rapidly and 
I thought my quarters would be 
my tomb when another wave ripped 
off the top of the cabin and I was 
swimming in the open sea. I saw 
the funnels of the ship for a mo- 
ment and they were only a few 
feet above water. 

“I managed to reach the one life- 
boat which had not foundered. The 
four men were in it and they pulled 
me in.” 


Sailors Leap Into Sea. 

One of the survivors, Mathison, 
told of members of the crew leap- 
ing into the seas when they realized 
the boat was sinking. One woman 
was among the 21 who drowned. 
She was the wife of the chief e¢n- 
gineer. 

“Only we few made the boat. The 
others apparently swam for a while 
and then gave up,” said Mathison. 
“We remained near the place 
where the ship went down, search- 
ing for survivors, but there were 
no more after we pulled the skip- 
per aboard. Those who didn’t jump 
into the ocean, I believe, went down 
with the ship. It sank in about 
five minutes.” 

Story of Rescue of Captain. 
Capt. de Gregorio told of being 
awakened by the cries of the few 
survivors. 

“I went to the bridge and turned 
the searchlight in the direction of 
the shouts,” he said. “I saw the 
men tossed about in their boat, 
trying to make headway with a 
small sail. Within 20 minutes they 
were aboard, boat and all.” 

The Annoula was bound from 
Newport News to Buenos Aires, 
loaded with coal. The Montello was 
on the way here from Spain with 
19,000 bales of cork. 

One survivor said Dennis Cou- 
vielos, brother of the captain of 
the sunken vessel, was among those 
who lost their lives.

MONTANA LIQUOR SALE 
IN STATE-OWNED SHOPS 


All Profits tc Go Into Public 
Treasury Under Plan Al- 
ready Approved. 


By the Associz.ced Press. 


HELENA, Mont., Oct. 13. — 
Through the action of the 1933 Leg- 
islature, Montana will answer the 
question perplexing many states 
with its own system of liquor sup- 
ply stores. 

Gov. Frank H. Cooney and other 
State officials have expressed the 
opinion the plan will end organized 
bootlegging and wil! preclude the 
return of the saloon of pre-prohibi- 
tion days. 

With only three more states 
needed to remove the eighteenth 
amendment from the Federal Con- 


stitution, Montana is in readiness to 
begin the legal dispensation of 
liquors through liquor stores’ in 
each county seat and in such other 
places as may seem expedient. 

The act contains protective fea- 
tures for those communities desir- 
ing to bar the sale of liquor through 
a local option provision whereby 
one-third of the qualified voters 
may petition their county commis- 
sioners to call a special election to 
settle the issue. 

Other features of the Montana 
liquor control act are: 

The State will have a complete 
monopoly in the sale of liquor. Beer 
is not classed as an intoxicating 
liquor. All profits shall go into the 
State Treasury. 

All activities of the State liquor 
business will be in the hands of the 
State Board of Liquor Control .con- 
sisting of the Governor, the Secre- 
tary of State and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. They will receive no extra 
compensation for their work as 
board members. 

The liquor stores will be in charge 
of a supervisor who will receive a 
fixed salary. . 

The stores will be open for busi- 
ness from noon until 8 p. m. every 
day except Sundays, legal holidays 
and election days. 

No liquor shall be sold to anyone 
unless a permit is presented. The 
permits shall cost $2 annually and 
will expire Dec. 31 of each year. 
For 50 cents, persons visiting the 
state will be allowed to obtain per- 
mits good for one month. 

Liquor may be consumed only in 
the residence of a purchaser, and 
it will be unlawful either to drink 
or be drunk in any public place, or 
for anyone to ‘sell liquor to an in- 
toxicated person. 

The liquor wiil be sold only in the 
original bottled containers and not 
in barrels. 

The State Board of Liquor Con- 
trol has the right to fix the maxi- 
mum amount of liquor that may be 
purchased by an individual. 


14 CIRCUS ELEPHANTS POISONED 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 13.—

| Patrolman Miller entered the res- 
taurant, at 1331 Lucas avenue, for 
a cup of coff2e and discovered the 
proprietor, Charles Zubiena, strug- 
giing with Meadows’ companion, 
Joseph Kindl, former policeman. 
Learning that a-robber was in the 
back part of the restaurant, Miller 
started to the rear. He said Mead- 
'ows came through a door with a 
drawn pistol. Miller fired once, the 
bullet striking Meadows in the 
chest. Kind] ran from the restau- 
rant but was captured nearby. He 
said Meadows had forced him to 
aid in the holdup. 

Meadows was never able to make 
‘any complete statement about the 
attempted robbery. He said he was 

32 years old, a waiter, and resided 
'in the 500 block of St. Anthony 
street. His father once was sen- 
'tenced to hang in the Buckingham 
| case, but the sentence was commut- 
(ed to life imprisonment by Gov. 
'Park. Seven lives were lost in the 

fire. 


DR, CRILE TELLS OF TREATING 
DISEASE BY GLAND SURGERY 


Cleveland Scientist Says He Has 
Used That Method in Tu- 
berculosis, 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Dr. George 
Crile, Cleveland scientist, told the 
College of Surgeons last night that 
gland surgery promises a remedy 
for many diseases, particularly 
| those affecting the adrenal gland. 
| He said the adrenal excited other 
| glands, particularly the thyroid, to 
_over-activity, which was sometimes 
'a factor in tuberculosis, diabetes, 
heart ailments and nervous disor- 
ders. 

He reported success in treating 
tuberculosis of the lungs when as- 
sociated with over-activity of the 
thyroid, by surgery on the thyroid. 
Operations on 87 patients, he said 
were successful in nearly 75 per 
cent of the cases. 

Control of the thyroid, he con- 
tinued, was effective in treating 
diabetes. He is working on experi- 
ments in disconnecting the adrenal 
'and thus slowing down the thyroid. 
He reported success in three cases. 

Surgery on the thyroid, he said, 
brought “dramatic response” in pa- 
tients with cases of abnormal 
joints and suffering from an over- 
worked thyroid. He reported im- 
provement “within 48 or 72 hours.”

SENATOR DAVIS 
SUBS AS JURY 
SETS HIM FREE 


Court Spectators Cheer Ver- 
dict Acquitting Him of 
Loyal Order of Moose 
Lottery Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. .13.—United 
States Senator James J. Davis of 
Pennsylvania was cleared by a 
Federal Court jury’s verdict late 
yesterday of a charge that he 
caused the sending of lottery tickets 
across State borders in the pro- 
motion of a fund-raising enterprise 
for the Loyal Order of Moose, of 
which he is director-general. Theo- 
dore G. Miller, head of the lodge’s 
propagation department, also was 
acquitted. 

The two had been on trial for 
three and a half weeks, facing a 
Government contention they were 
responsible for the ‘“Mooseheart 
charity balls” in which cash awards 
were distributed to holders of lucky 
tickets. It was the second trial 
for Davis, the first ending in a mis- 
trial more than a year ago. 

After hearing the verdict, which 
brought a demonstration from 
courtroom spectators, Senator Davis 
announced he would go to Wash- 
ington and then to Pittsburgh to 
see his father, whc is blind. 

The Senator greeted the verdict 
with a toss of his head. Tears came 
into his eyes. A cheer shook the 
courtroom and spectators pressed 
fcrward to congratulate the acquit- 
ted man. Sobbing, Davis said: 
“When the verdict came in I of- 
fered my thanks to God. I never 
lost my faith because I know I was 
innocent. I am very grateful to 
the jury, to the court, and to my 
many friends who never lost faith 
in me.’ 

Neither Davis nor Miller took the 
stand. Miller’s department was al- 
legéd to have promoted the al- 
leged lottery in co-operation with 
Bernard C. McGuire, professional 
promoter. McGuire pleaded guilty 
after being convicted in a similar 


case involving the Fraternal Order 
of Eagles. In the Eagles’ case

ASKS COURT ABOUT 
SUING BANKS FOR 
SEIZED P. 5. 0. CASH 


Receiver Kiel Wants Ruling 
on Taking Steps to Re- 
cover $500,346 and $16,- 
626,000 in Bonds. 


In a petition prepared for filing 
in Federal Court today Receiver 
Henry W. Kiel of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., asked the Court to instruct 
him as to whether he should take 
legal steps to recover $500,346 
seized for debt by banks in which 
the company had deposited § the 
money, and to recover $16,626,000 of 
United Railway’s first mortgage 
bonds deposited by the company as 
collateral for a $10,000,000 bank 
loan. 

The bank balances were appro- 
priated last April 12 by St. Louis 
banks which were participants in 
the $10,000,000 loan to the company. 
Three days later the company, de- 
prived of its operating funds, as 
sented to a receivership. 

The bank balances were de- 
scribed in the petition as follows: 


First National Bank, $285,018.47; 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co., $66,003.75; Mississippi 


Valley Trust Co., $148,240.06; La- 
fayette South Side Bank, $1024.38. 
Loan Had Been Called. 
Seizure of the bank balances came 
after the loan, which had been re- 


newed from time to time since 1928, | | 


was called and not paid. 

The $10,000,000 loan was negotiat- 
ed by the organizers of the Public 
Service Co. in connection with the 
purchase by that company of the 
street railway system from a Fed- 
eral receiver in 1927. The original 
collateral was $15,000,000 of United 
Railways bonds, but as the bonds 
declined in market value the banks 
required additional collateral and 
the company purchased in the open 
market $1,626,000 more of the bonds 
for that purpose. 

The First National Bank was 
manager of the loan in which the 
other participating banks were Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank and Trust 
Co., Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
Lafayette South Side Bank, Chase 
National Bank of New York, Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, Cen- 
tral Hanover Bank and Trust Co. of 
New York, Chemical Bank and 
Trust Co. of New York and Fidel- 
ity-Philadelphia Trust Co. of Phila- 
delphia. 

The petition relates that on 
March 1, 1933, the part of the loan 
due the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
and Trust Co. was segregated, the 
Public Service Co. making two new 
notes, one for $700,000 to the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce bank, and one for 
$9,300,000 to the First National Bank 


for the other participating banks. 


|The collateral was divided, $1,164, 


000 of the bonds being deposited 
with the Mercantile-Commerce bank 
and $15,462,000 with the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

Value of Bonds Dropped. 

The market value of the United 

lway bonds steadily declined 
after the loan was made, the pe- 
tition states. The bid price on Feb. 
3, 1928, the date of the original 
note, was $850 for a $1000 bond. By 
March 1, 1933, the bid quotation 
had dropped to $200 for a $1000 
bond. 

The question of the legal right 
of the company to purchase its own 
bonds and reissue, or pledge them, 
as security for a loan is raised by 
the receiver. The petition states 
the view that under the law the 


bonds when purchased by itself, but 
says other legal considerations may 
change this situation. Hence the 
court’s instructions are sought. 

The same questions had been 
raised previously by Abraham Slup- 
sky, a bondholder, in an intervening 
suit filed in the Public Service Co. 
receivership case.

Present pressure and 
heat content tests are conducted 
for a brief interval] each day. With 
the new equipment, City Counselor 
Hay said, it would be possible to 
maintain a continuous test covering 
peak hours of gas consumption, as 
well as normal period. 

The measurement equipment 
would be employed in the Munici- 
pal Testing Laboratory, at City 
iall, and used also at engine houses 
in different sections of the city.

BARGE LINE LOSS 
SUIT OVER RAL RATE 


Sought to Enjoin Roads From 
Cutting Charges on 
Sugar. 


The Mississippi Valley Barge Line | 
Co. today lost its suit to enjoin | 
railroad rate reductions on sugar 
from New Orleans to points in Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio River ‘territory, 
which place the rail rate 1 to lil 


cents a hundred pounds below the 
barge-truck rate. 

Circuit Judge Sanborn and Dis- 
trict Judges Faris and Davis com- 
prised the statutory three-Judge 
Federal Court required in questions 
affecting public policy. The d> 
cision handed down here followed | 
a hearing last August in St. Paul. 


The transportation act declara- 
tion of congressional policy for the 


fostering of all forms of transpor- | 


tation, the court ruled, offered no 
guarantee against competitive rate- 
cutting. The St. Louis-owned barge 
line, declaring that the reductions! 


'might take away 40 per cent of nad 


tonnage, had attacked: their ap- 
proval by the Interstate Commerce | 
Commission as arbitrary, preferen- | 
tial and contrary to the policy of 
Congress. 

Comment by Court. 

Pointing out that the Federal 
varge lines had failed to object, the 
court commented that it had no 
evidence that barge lines could not 
meet the reduction, and that it was 
probably not important whetner 
they could or could not.” Heason- 
ableness and effect of the rates, it 
held, were a question “peculiarly 
for the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to decide,” as it apparently 
nad decided only on _ thorougn 
study.

from making a profit in competi- 
tion with it, is arbitrary, discrim- 
inatory-and void. . 

“We cannot agree. If the rates 
fixed or permitted by the order 
would be reasonable in the absence 
of barge competition, we think they 
are no less reasonable because of 
such competition.”

Queries Show Buyers Have For- 
gotten the Use of Many 
Varieties. 


Dealers who have advertised 
liquor stocks for sale, pending adop- 
tion of the twenty-first amend- 
ment, are daily receiving more 
than 100 inquiries about various 
hinds and uses of domestic and im- 
ported wines and liquors. 

Prospective buyers ask what are 
imported liqueurs, what is the dif- 
ference in brandies, what is rum 
used for, when to r:rve dry or 
sweet wines, what is blended whis- 
ky and many other questions, the 
answers to which evidently have 
been lost in the oblivion of bootleg 
whisky and synthetic gin during 
the 14-year prohibition period. 

All orders are ac. .pted “subject 
to Federal, State and local] regula- 
tions and for delivery after repeal 
of ths eighteenth amendment,” as 
stated on the order blanks. 

Orders Below 

Some dealers are accepting noth- 
ing less than single case orders. A 
wholesale grocery concern, how- 
ever, is accepting orders of an as- 
sortment of not less than six bot- 
tles. Advance deposits range from 
25 per cent of the prices listed to 
50 per cent net on imported liquors 
and domestic liquors whisky, as the 
different dealers require. 

Most of the early orders consist 
of one and two case lots for private 
use and from five to 30 cases for 
commercial use. Several dealers 
said they were getting about 2% or- 
ders a day, not as many as antici- 
pated, but that the general pubiic 
was still a little shy of purchasing, 
because of the uncertainty of the 
situation. 

F. P. Aguado, manager of a liq- 
uor importing company, 203 North 
Tenth street, said: “It is amazing 
how the American people have for- 
gotten the use of good liquors and 
wines. After I have explained the 
various brands many times, how- 
ever, the orders so far have result- 
ed in this preference: Bacardi rum, 
brandy, whisky, liqueurs, and cham- 
pagne. Domestic wines and im- 
ported gin also are popular. 

“Everybody wants to know about 
delivery. I was informed recently 
that Federal regulations would be 
slackened and dealers likely would 
be permitted to ship stocks in ad- 
vance of repeal for loca] storage 
under Government supervision. If 
so, deliveries will be made imme- 
diately after repeal becomes effec- 


tives, providing no State regula- 
tion prohibits it.”

ARISTOCRATS OF GERMANY 
PLEDGE SUPPORT TO HITLER 


Tell Chancellor His Acts Are “Blessed by 
God”—Will Form New Exclusively 
“Aryan” Association.

BERLIN, Oct. 13—German aris- 
tocracy has informed Chancellor 
Hitler it has adopted his racial pro- 
gram and will begin at once to or- 
ganize into an ,“association with 
pure-blooded, historic German, aris- 
tocratic membership.” 

Signed by the marshal of nobil- 
ity, Prince zu Bentheim-Tecklen- 
burg, the letter to the Chancellor 
read: 

“Filled with utmost gratitude, 
and in absolute agreement with 
your leadership and with your mea- 
sures, we assure you, Herr Chan- 
cellor, of our absolut~ following in 
your work of saving the Reich.” 

The Chancellor’s measures, the 
letter said, had been “blessed by 
God.” . 

The new, exclusively “Aryan” as- 
sociation of aristocrats, it was said, 
would constitute evidence that the 
“former German leadership” was a 
valuable member of the national 
family. 7 

The pledge represents a recogni- 
tion of demands last June when the 
official Nazi press service urged 
the canceling of titles held by He- 
brews, coining the slogan: “Cleanse 
the German nobility from Jewish 
taint.” 


Shaw Declares Hitler Is “Right— 
Right Up to the Hilt.”

LONDON, Oct. 13.—George Ber- 


nard Shaw, playwright, enlivened a 
literary tea party last evening with 
a speech in which he declared: “Hit- 
ler is perfectly right—he is. right 
up to the hilt.” 


“The whole secret of Hitler,” he 
said, “has been that looking back 
on .the Versailles treaty he found 
other nations had been plundering 
Germany. Hitler found there was 
absolute determination (in Ger- 
many) to stop this plundering. 

“He wants to get rid of @rama, 
literature, art and the Jews. They 
(the Germans) don’t care about all 
that. It’s a mere trifle. What they 
really want is to be on an equal 
footing with every other nation.” 


Shaw paralleled the types of pa- 
triotism in Japan and Germany. 

“Japan,” he said, “was a race 
which believes it belongs to the 
family of God for the purpose of 
governing the rest of the world. 

“Everybody in the East says Ja- 
pan has nothing to do but stretch 
out her hand and they say she can 
take Hongkong, she can take Sing- 
apore. She would take the Hawaiian 
Islands from America if America 
would: let her. 

“East is East and West is West, 
is what we say. What we really 
mean is West is West and the Hast 
belongs to. it.” 


MORE SOVIET OFFICERS 
HELD IN MANGHUKUG 


Arrest of Railway Executives 
Again Strains Russian-Jap- 
anese Relations. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 13.—Diplomatic 
relations between Russia and Ja- 
pan were strained anew today with 
reports from Khabarovsk, Siberia, 
of the arrest of two more Soviet 


executives of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway in Manchukuo. 

A few days ago, documents were 
published here describing an al- 
leged Japauese plan to seize the 
railway. 

One by one, it was said, the few 
remaining Russians among the 
road’s executives were to be re- 
moved, eventually giving Mgnchu- 
kuo complete control. 

The arrests were said to have 
been made last month on the West- 
ern section of the railway by Man- 
chukuan police, acting without a 
warrant. The dispatch said they 
first arrested the chief of the Man- 
chuli station, a man named Levit- 
ski. Manchuli is the Western ter- 
minus of the railway. 

Levitski was recently appointed 
by the Soviet administration to 
take the place of a Soviet official 
holding a similar post who had 
been arrested previously. Before 
he could begin his duties, the dis- 
patch said, the Manchurian admin- 
istration appointed their own can- 
didate to fill the place and the ad- 
vices indicated the new appointee 
refused to permit Levitski to enter 
the station offices. 

Levitski was taken under guard 
to the station at Bukhedu, where 
his captors then arrested the as- 
sistant Soviet Director of Traffic 
in that place, a man named Kiro- 
loff. 


Rumors of Troop Movement Cause

Arthur Hawkes, Editor, Dies.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 13.—Mario 
Do Amaral, son of Senhora Josina 
Do Amaral, Brazilian millionaire, 
who wag found locked in a closet 
after her disappearance more than 
a year ago, told authorities today 
that he had taken the 80-year-void 
woman from her home at Sao Paulo 
because he feared a plot of rival 
relatives. Senhora Do Amaral con- 
trols a $2,500,000 estate, over which 
the fafnily quarreled before the dis- 
appearance. 

The son, his wife and two serv- 
ants were arrested yesterday after 
police found the aged woman im- 
prisoned .in a private residence 
which her daughter-in-law had 
rented. Senhora Do Amaral, suf- 
fering from weakness due to her 
long imprisonment, was taken to 
Sao Paulo today after receiving hos- 
pital treatment here. 

The Sao Paulo detectives were in- 
vestigating not only the apparent 
kidnaping of the woman, but also 
that of her grandson, Paulo Do Am- 
aral, 20-year-old heir to the family 
fortune. No definite trace has been 
found of him. Police said the grand- 
son recently was thought to have 
filed a false certificate of his grand- 
mother’s death in Sao Paulo. 


BRITISH - ARGENTINE TARIFF 


South American Country Cuts 
Rates on 300 Articles. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Great 
Britain’s pursuit of foreign trade 
was shown to have achieved an- 
other success with the Department 
of Commerce announcement today 
of details of the new and lower 
tariffs between Great Britain and 
Argentina. 

Argentina has reduced rates on 
nearly 300 items and has agreed 
not to increase or to impose rates 
on many others. Great Britain 
undertook to maintain present 
rates on selected imports from Ar- 
gentina, and to admit certain 
items free. Officials said that al- 
though Argentina’s rate reductions 
were general so that the export of 
any of the ietems by any nation 
would come under the lower tariff.

! WASTING TIME... 
“This is just another reason for municipal owner- 
ship,” said City Counselor Charles M. Hay, when he 
learned that a Federal court in Kansas City had en- 
joined the State Public Service Commission from put- 
ting into effect Nov. 1 a 3% per cent reduction in St. 
Louis gas rates. : 
This is true, and it bears out what we have cor 
sistently said about the perfectly sincere but mistaken 
efforts of the city to get gas rates reduced through 
the State regulatory body. We are wasting time, and 
we will continue to waste it as long as.we play the 
game of the utilities. Their game is to estop regula- 
tion, and there are so many ways in which they can 
do it that regulaticn has broken down. 
The present case illustrates a situation widespread 
in the United States. It explains the growing move 
everywhere for public ownership. The city sought a 
20 per cent reduction in gas rates. After a spirited 
sham battle before the State Public Service Commis- 
sion, a characteristic pillow fight before that tribunal, 
we were granted a reduction of 3% per cent.. We had 
a brand-new City Counselor, as doughty a warrior as 
ever couched a lance, a man who thirsted for the gore 
of the people’s oppressors. 
The gas company was not worried by this fresh as- 
sault. For eight years it had successfully resisted the 
onslaughts of Julius T. Muench, City Counselor 
under the Miller administration. Judge Muench knew 
the rate racket. He pushed the utilities until they 
resorted to all those excesses which have brought the 
utilities into disfavor. He was at last borne from 
the field in a horizontal posture by a grateful and 
admiring community, just as Mr. Hay is being sol- 
emnly borne from the field today. The pibroch wails, 
and woe is unto us, as dunderheaded a host as ever 
went to defeat. . 
About Nov. 1, when the people of St. Louis were 
to have had a slight reduction in rates, when the 
wind will come down from the north, and when this 
desolate life must perforce be warmed, three Federal 
Judges will consider whether or not the injunction 
granted at Kansas City shall be made permanent. 
This is the sort of thing that exhausts the people's pa- 
tience. Times are hard, and rates are high. The people 
need gas with which to cook their food.

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THE NEW O'NEILL. 
Eugene O'Neill has long been the loftiest crag 
among American playwrights and, crag-like, he has 
frowned down upon the scene with a fierce melan- 
choly. The characters he created have struggled 
hopelessly against a fatal destiny, or have been ab- 
normal creatures of weird complexes. In one act 
or nine, his dramas have swum with tragedy. Now, 
however, O’Neill has undergone a metamorphosis. 
His latest work, “Ah, Wilderness!” deals with a nor- 
mal New England family, hasn’t a complex in a car- 
load, not a mask or a murder or an aside. Subtitled 
“A Comedy of Recollection,” it fits the category se 
well that its leading role is made to order, Broadway 
critics say, for the ebullient George M. Cohan. And 
the change is in more than a versatile artist’s mood. 
Says George Jean Nathan, best friend and severest 
critic of the playwright: “A mood of optimism and 
faith has supplanted the old, indurated pessimism and 
disillusion. . . .

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VON BERNHARDI OUTDONE. 

The militaristic preachments of Gen. Friedrich von 
Bernhardi roused tremors before the World War, and 
gave the enemies of Germany, during the war and 
after, many significant texts to quote in contending 
that the Reich had planned the conflict. Von Bern- 
hardi in his “Germany and the Next War” (1912), as- 
serted that war was glorious and a biological neces- 
sity, that ruthlessness toward the cnemy was justi- 
fied, that Germany should “gain a start” toward the 
inevitable reckoning, that France “must be so com- 
pletely overthrown that she can never again stand in 
our way,” that Russia and Italy must also be hum- 
bled. The General's right to speak for Germany 
may be questioned. He was simply the loudest of 
the military caste, scarcely a source of responsible 
official utterance. , 

But now there come militaristic expressions that 
outdo Von Bernhardi, and from the highest official 
German source, Chancellor Hitler himself. His book, 
“Mein Kampf,” the textbook of the Nasi cause, has 
been abridged for the American trade, but even so, 
it breathes revenge and combativeness. Germany must 
mark its enemies and “strike at them with all its 
concentrated force,” says Hitler. The nation’s life 
depends on “the power of a victorious sword,” he 
adds. The Reich needs room to expand, which Russia 
and her border states can provide, says the same 
Hitler who last May avowed Germany's desire “from 
the bottom of our hearts to live with other nations in

A START ON BOND CONVERSION. 

Secretary Woodin’s announcement that $1,875,000,- 
000 worth of the Fourth Liberty Loan issue at 4% 
per cent interest would be replaced by a new issue’at 
31%, per cent next April, marks the beginning of an 
economy-policy that has often been urged in the in- 
terest of lightening the taxpayers’ burden. The sav- 
ing will be $18,750,000 annually after the first year, 
but greater economies may be expected as the conver- 
sion policy is extended in scope, as it undoubtedly 
will be. In addition, Mr. Woodin announces a new 
bond issue of $500,000,000 or more at 4% per cent 
for the first year and 3% thereafter, a rate in keep- 
ing with the new effort to reduce the outlay in the 
financing of the Government. 
Of the Fourth Liberty -Loan, $6,268,094,150 worth 
remains outstanding. Since only 30 per cent of this 
issue will be converted at this time, potential savings 
of $44,000,000 annually remain for the balance. In 
addition, there is outstanding $536,000,000 worth of 
the first issue, also at 4%, and $1,390,000,000 at 3%. 
Hence, a total saving of $80,000,000 a year is possible. 
Thus, the first conversion order may be seen to 
be of a tentative nature. Nor is it so great in scope 
as similar operations abroad. England last year con- 
verted nearly 10 billion dollars’ worth of 5 per cent 
bonds to a basis of 34% per cent, thereby saving the 
people about $150,000,000 annually., France at the 
same time converted $3,400,000,000 worth of 6, 6 and 
7 per cent obligations to 4% per cent, for a saving of 
about $52,800,000 annually. French bondholders had 
only one week to express their preference between cash 
payment and new bonds, and responded by returning 
99 per cent of their holdings for conversion. Our own 
bond owners may be expected to do as well. 
The decision to convert, while fair to the American 
people, who bear the burden of these heavy fixed 
charges, is by no means unfair to the bond owners. 
The dollars received in interest now buy much more, 
despite the recent advances in living costs, than when 
the investment was made. The actual return was re- 
cently estimated, on the basis of commodity prices, to 
be around 6 2-3 per cent. 
Neither is it unfair to ask the bond owners to do 
their share of lightening the costs of Government. 
All other fields of governmental outlay have been 
drastically reduced—disbursements to veterans, sala- 
ries of Federal workers, operating costs of the de- 
partmerxts. To exempt the holders of securities from 
this retrenchment would have been an injustice to 
the people and to the other groups that have felt. the 
economy knife. Capital, as well as labor and the ben- 
eficiaries of Government activities, now is called upon 
for a patriotic sacrifice. 
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SCHOOL BOARD AND BUILDING BONDS. 
Although the Board of Education has voted down a 
proposal for a bond issue for building schools as part 
of the nation’s public works program, it has left the 
door open for further consideration of the subject. 
The board at last is showing some interest in doing 
its part in national recovery. Dr. David C. Todd, 
president, has announced that the possibilities would 
be discussed and has directed that-inquiries be made 
concerning the conditions of applications for Federal 
aid. There is no time to be lost, as requests for Fed- 
eral grants or loans must be made by Jan. 1. 
Most urgent building needs of the board are two 
high schools and a Negro vocational school, which 
would cost about $2,000,000. The Government would 
furnish about $500,000 as a gift, leaving the rest to 
be raised by bond issue. The tax rate to support a 
‘bond issue of this size would add not more than $1 a 
year to the tax bill on a $5000 home. Board members 
profess to fear the people would vote against a bond 
issue because of its cost. The figures belie the fear. 
The cnly schoo] bonds outstanding are $1,997,000 
worth of an issue of 1916. Against this, the board’s 
sinking fund owns $1,209,973 in United States and 
Missouri bonds. It can use the sinking fund to re- 
tire the greater part of its own present indebtedness 
or use the sinking fund income to carry the interest 
on its bonds. There is no merit in boasting, as the 
board does, that the school system is free of debt, 
when, by incurring a new bonded debt, the system 
can progress and aid the recovery movement. If the 
board prefers not to increase its expense for carrying 
bonds at present, it can ask for a $2,000,000 bond 
issue and apply the Federal grant to meet the entire 
cost of interest and retirement on the new bonds for 
several years to come. It is the board’s move.

The following is part of an address by Walter 
Lippmann yesterday at the New York Herald 
Tribune's hind annual Women’s Conference on 
Current Problems: 


HIS has been a long crisis. For those 
T= us who are now in middle age, vir- 

tually the whole of our adult lives has 
been spent amidst the disturbances, the 
threats and the dangers of this crisis. There 
were a few years, say from 1924 to 1929, 
when it seemed as if the earthquake of 
1914 was over, that the ground beneath our 
feet had ceased to tremble and that, in our 


' Western world at least, the destruction was 


being repaired, the wounds were healing 
and men had resumed the works of peace. 
We now know that this was an illusion; that 
there was only a temporary lull and that 
then there came upon us convulsions greater 
than any for which we were prepared. 

Any man who has lived through these 
tremendous years and has tried as a.’re- 
sponsible leader or as a conscientious Titi- 
zen to do his part, to rise to the occasion, 
to contribute what he had in him, has en- 
dured anxieties, has drawn upon his re- 
serves of moral force to a point where at 
times it seems inhuman to ask. any more 
of him. We need not be astonished that 


peoples have again and again acted as if 
they were more than a little mad.

The generation which has been passing 
through the ordeal of this crisis is shocked, 


frightened by blow after blow for which it 
was unprepared; bewildered by events which 
it could not understand; disappointed as one 
fair hope and one fair promise after an- 
other has been dashed to pieces. 

It is this state of mind which is really the 
dominating fact of the crisis. If men all 
over the world were calm, collected, willing 
to listen to reason, or as least willing to 
trust leaders who follow reason, it would 
not be difficult to make all the necessary 
adjustments to insure peace and set the 
world’s economy going. There have been 
plenty of projects proposed which would 
have worked in a world where men were 
disposed to accept them. They have not 
worked because they were submitted to peo- 
ples who were too frightened, too hysterical 
and too distracted to understand them and 
to co-operate in realizing them. 

A demoralized people cannot make any 
social’ order work. A collected, confident 
people can probably make almost any sys-

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT is putting all 

the pressure possible upon the banks to 
make them increase their loans to business, 
and has wisely decided to purchase from 
$300,000,000 to $400,000,000 of farm products 
for distribution among the unemployed and 
those needing relief. This is a far better 
way of removing farm surpluses than killing 
little pigs so that they will not wax fat, or 
cutting down acreage. Such a step will, of 
course, benefit the farmer. 

It is apparent, however, that the best way 
of building up the demand for farm prod- 
ucts is to put the unemployed back to work 
and to induce the European nations to re 
duce their tariff walls and increase the 
quotas of foodstuffs which they buy from us. 

The issue, therefore, turns largely on 
whether the banking system can be induced 
to pump sufficient monetary purchasing 
power into business in the form of new 
credits. If it can, then the need for mone 
tary reflation will largely disappear. If not, 
then either the Government must continue 
to borrow enormous sums in its efforts to 
prime the pump or it must issue Treasury 
notes. The banks of the country cannot log- 
ieally continue bitterly to oppose monetary

ON FIRST NRA GOAT 


Takes Part in Ceremony in New 
York Garment District, Label 
Already Sewed in. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt attended the 
first NRA sewing party, in the 
heart of the garment center, yes- 
terday. 

She and her daughter, Mrs. Cur- 
tis Dall, were all prepared to sew 
the first NRA labels on their new 
winter coats, and were disappoint- 
ed on their arrival to find the la- 
bels already neatly attached. 

Mrs. Roosevelt called for a thim- 
ble and a needle and thread and 
proceeded to reinforce her Blue 
Eagle label, remarking: “I came 
to use my fingers, not to talk.” 

Thousands of garment workers 
blocked traffic on Seventh avenue, 
and looked from windows as the 
first lady arrived. 

Entering the crowded room, 
Mrs. Roosevelt waveli to a group 
of girl workers crowding the win- 
dows of the building opposite, and 
settled herself tc listen while the 
heads of various trade and social 
organizations hailed the event. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. Dall then 
donned the first coats made under 
the code. Both were of black di- 
agonal woolen, trimmed with silver 
fox. Mrs. Roosevelt's coat was 
trimmed with the new “Blue Eagle 
collar,” which the reanufacturers 
assured her was cut in the form 
of an eagle. Then she said: 

“I'm happy to see this thing we 
all have fought for so long come 
true—labels to identify garments 
made under propér working condi- 
tions—but I'm a great trial to a 
great many people, because I'm 
never entirely satisfied. Now that 
we have achieved this important 
step, I hope we're going to go on, 
and do away next with seasonal 
unemployment. If the women of 
the country will all work togeth- 
er, it can be done. 

“I think this ts the most inter- 
esting time in history to be alive— 
so many things are happening so 
quickly. And I hope and believe 
we are going to go on until we feel 
everyone can have a happier and 
freer life.” 

From the label ceremony Mrs. 
Roosevelt went to the Waldorf- 
Astoria, and in an address to the 
third annual women’s conference 
on current problems, said:

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DUCK HUNTING SEASON 
WELCOMED BY MANY 


Suggestions Given for Cleaning, 
Preparing and Cooking 
Fowl. 


With the opening of the duck 
season, Many men will play hooky 
from work and try to bring down 
as many as possible for a treat for 
family and friends. There’s noth- 
ing more delicious than duck when 
well prepared and baked just to 


the right degree. 
Clip tips of wings of ducks and 


remove all coarse guard feathers, 


leaving bird cov- 
ered with down. 
Melt a package of 
paraffin (this is 
sufficient for six 
birds) in a pan 
and with a clean 
paint brush apply 
the paraffin, be- 
ing careful to 
cover all parts of 
the bird. Let the 
paraffin harden, 
then pull off the 
paraffin, remov- 
ing down and pin- 
feathers. Clean 
thoroughly by 
washing, and remove entrails. 

Truss by tying as for roasting 
and soak in cold salt water for two 
hours. Then wrap in cheesecloth 
and store in the refrigerator until 
ready to be cooked. Parboiling duck 
spoils the flavor and makes the 
meat dry. 


When roasting duck without a 
dressing of any kind, place a large 
onion and peeled apple in the cav- 
ity. Place strips of bacon or salt 
pork across the breast of the bird 
and roast in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) to sear, then reduce to 
325 degrees F. after one-half hour 
and bake slowly until tender. 


Young ducks will roast in one 
and a half hours, while old ones re- 
quire from 30 to 45 minutes longer. 
Baste frequently and remove from 
oven as soon as tender, as too long 
a baking makes the meat dry. Stuff 
as for turkey or chicken, if desired. 


An attractive garnish is overlap- 
ping slices of oranges topped with 
bits of bright jelly. 


WHOLE WHEAT CHOWDER 


Two cups diced carrots. 

One pint boiling water. 

One-half cup diced salt pork. 

Four tablespoons chopped onion. 

One tablespoon flour.

Cook carrots in boiling water un- 
til tender. Fry salt pork until 
crisp, remove it from fat, and cook 
onions in the fat. Stir in flour and 
cook a few minutes longer. Mix all 
ingredients in the upper part of a 
double boiler, stir until well blend- 
ed and cook for about 10 minutes.

REVIVES FAVORITES 


Roll Mops, Schwein Filet- and 
Rotkraut on 
Menu. 


Old time German dinners at which 
beer is served are popular in South 
St. Louis again and we hear of 
menus which include roll mops of 
salted herring, rotkraut and pork 
tenderloins served with piquant 
sauce seasoned with pickles. 

Pickles seem to have doubled in 
popularity with the return of beer, 
appearing with many sandwiches 
and as relishes with other foods 
when beer is served. 

Here are four old German recipes 
of which some readers of this sec- 
tion may be glad to be reminded: 

Roll Mops. 

Soak a salt herring for 12 hours, 
changing the water several times. 
Cut out two filets. Spread the filets 
so that they lay on the skin. Fill 
the inside with sliced onions and 
sour pickles. Then roll the her- 
ring filets and pin with a tooth- 
pick so that they hold together. 
Place the rolled herring on a marin- 
ate of taragon vinegar, bay leaves, 
whole pepper, mustard seeds, onions 
and sour pickles. Leave the roll 
mops on the marinate at least 24 
hours before serving. 

Schwein Filet. 
Select a thick pork tenderloin 
and split for broiling. Rub the ten- 
derloins with melted butter and sea- 
son with salt, pepper and celery 
salt. Broil under a moderate gas 
flame until nicely browned. Place 
the brailed tenderloins on a platter 
and pour sauce piquante over. 
Sauce Piquante. 
To one cup of thick brown gravy 
add two taablespoons of taragon 
vinegar, one teaspoon shallot (fine- 
ly chopped), one tablespoon chopped 
vinegar pickles and one tablespoon 
of chopped capers. Season with 
salt, pepper and one tablespoon of 
mustard. Heat slowly for 15 or 
20 minutes before serving. 
Rotkraut. 
One red cabbage, cut fine. 
One small onion, sliced. 
Two ounces goosefat. 
One-half cup of vinegar. 
Juice of one lemon. 
One-half cup sugar. 
One apple, sliced. 
Beef bouillon and water. 
Two spoons currant jelly. 
Put goosefat in pan, add sliced 
onion and fry until brown. Wash 
red cabbage in hot salt water, drain 
off, then add vinegar, one-half 
cup sugar, and: salt to taste. Mix 
well and let stand for 10 minutes. 
Then place in pot, adding fried 
onion and enough equal parts of 
bouillon and water to cover. Add 
sliced apple and cook for two 
hours. Add two spoons of current 
jelly and the juice of one lemon 


before ‘serving. 


PECAN COOKIES 


Three-fourths cup shortening 

One and one-half cups brown 
sugar. 

One egg 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Two cups cake or pastry flour 

One-eighths teaspoon soda

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK 


Frozen Tomato Juice Cocktail. 

Two cups tomato juice 

Two teaspoons sugar’ 

Dash celery salt 

One teaspoon onion juice 

One teaspoon salt 

One-eighth teaspoon white pepper 

Two teaspoons gelatine 

To tomato juice ada sugar, celery, 
salt, onion juice, salt and pepper. 


Soak gelatine in a smail amount of 
cold tomato juice and dissolve over 
hot water before adding. Let mix- 
ture stand at least 20 minutes so 
the flavors will mellow. Then pour 
into the refrigerator tray and freeze 
quickly. When the tomato juice 
has frozen for about an inch from 
the edges of the pan, remove to a 
bowl and beat until smooth. Return 
to the tray and freeze more slow- 
ly. Serve garnished with chopped 
watercress or parsley. 
Lemon Butter and Sprouts. 

Melt one-fourth-cup butter, add 
two teaspoons of finely grated lem- 
on rind, dash of paprika and the 
juice of half a lemon; heat well 
together and pour over. drained 
quart of sprouts, which have been 
boiled about 20 minutes in slightly 
salted water. 

Sweet Potato Balls. 

Three cups cooked, mashed sweet 
potato 

One egg, beaten 


One teaspoon salt 

Pepper dash 

Two teaspoons brown sugar 

Twelve marshmallows 

Mix sweet potato with egg, sea- 
soning and brown sugar. Form in- 
to balls with a marshmallow in the 
center of each. Roll in finely crum- 
bled ginger snaps and fry in deep 
fat (370 degree Fahrenheit) until 
golden brown. 

Fried Oysters With Cheese. 

Beard oysters (bearding means 
trimming off the outer edge), roll 
them well in grated Parmesan 
cheese, dip into well beaten egg 
and then into finely rolled cracker 
crumbs. Plunge into a frying pan 
of hot lard, fry for three minutes, 
drain and serve immediately. 

Frozen Fruit Whip. 

One egg white, one-half cup su- 


‘| gar, one-half cup prune pulp, one- 


half cup orange juice, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one-half tea- 
spoon grated orange rind, one cup 
whipping cream. 

Beat the egg white until stiff and 
then beat in the sugar. Add the 
prune pulp, prepared by rubbing 
cooked prunes through a sieve or 
chopping them fine. Whip the 
cream until stiff, add orange juice, 
lemon juice and grated orange rind. 
Combine the two mixtures. Turn 
into a freezing tray and let stand 
until firm. 

Pineapple Sauce. 
Two cups canned crushed pine- 
apple mixed with one-quarter cup 
sugar and one teaspoon cornstarch 
and boiled for five minutes. Cool 
before serving. Fresh, chopped 
pineapple may be used if desired 
when in season. Mix two cupfulls 
with one-half of sugar and one-half 
cup water and boil gently for eight 
minutes. Stir in one teaspoon corn- 
starch mixed with a little cold wa- 
ter, let boil up once and serve cold. 
Baked Halibut. 

Put one and one-half pounds fish 
in baking pan. Mix one and one- 
half cups canned tomatoes, two- 
thirds cup water, small piece onion, 
sprig of parsley, four cloves, one 
and one-haif teaspoons sugar and 
cook 10 minutes. Melt one and one- 
half tablespoons butter, add one 
and one-half table:poons flour and 
gradually the tomato mixture. Add 
salt and pepper to taste. Pour to 
thirds of the satce over fish, bake 
about an hour in moderate oven. 
Keep remainder of sauce hot and 
pour around fish wen served. 

Cranberry-Appls Marmalade. 
Stew together one ..nd one-half 
pints of cranberries and two large 
sour apples cut in small pieces. Put 
in enough water to rise three- 
fourths inch in the bottom of the 
pan. Cover and cook until tender 
enough to put through a sieve. 
Add three-fourths cup sugar, pulp 
of one orange, grated rind of one- 
fourth lemon, pulp of half a Jemon, 
rind of one orange chopped very 
9 Return to kettle and cook un- 

til jellying point is reached. Fill 
glasses. When ready to serve take 
out of glasses and cut in thin 
slices.

ROASTING CHICKENS 
SUPPLANTING FRIED 


Oysters With Celery Suggested 
as Delicious 
Stuffing. 


Roasting chickens are fine at 
this time of the year. The birds 
that are beginning to come on the 
market now are the young cocker- 
els that have just graduated from 
the frying chicken class. Thatis why 
their meat is so delightfully tender. 
They have matured enough so that 
they have stopped using their feed 
to grow and have started to trans- 
forth it into meaty breasts and 
drumsticks, with thin streaks of 
creamy fat in just the proper places 
to make for delectable juiciness. 
For it is the melting of the fat dur- 
ing roasting that helps to create 
that rich brown juice which trickles 
down the sides of the bird as it 
cooks. 
Oysters mixed with buttered 
bread crumbs and seasoned just 
right with salt and pepper and 
perhaps a hint of poultry season- 
ing make an excellent stuffing. 
Those who like crispness in most of 
their foods will like the stuffing 
still better if diced celery is added. 
The celery leaves may be chopped 
and added, too. 

Another oyster stuffing uses crack- 
er crumbs instead of bread crumbs. 
Soak the cracker crumbs in milk 
until they are soft. Then add the 
oysters, a slightly beaten egg and 
the seasonings. Dry cereals may be 
substituted for the cracker crumbs. 
Broken nut meats, made crisp first 
in a little butter, may be added to 
any of the stuffings. 

When moistening is necessary to 
make the stuffing hold together, it 
is desirable to use milk or water 
rather than the liquor from the 
oysters. It is a good plan to wash 
the oysters in clear cold water be- 
fore putting them into the stuffing. 

Oyster Stuffing. 

One pint oysters 

Four cups dry bread crumbs 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One-fourth teaspoon poultry sea- 
soning. 

Mix all ingredients and stuff into 
bird. It may be necessary to add a 
little milk or water for moistening. 
Add half a cup of finely chopped 
celery if desired. 

Bread Stuffing. 

If oysters and chicken seem just 
a little too much luxury for one 
combination, here is a tasty bread 
stuffing: 

Three cups bread crumbs 

One cup boiling water 

One minced onion 

Two teaspoons minced parsley 

One teaspoon poultry seasoning 

One cup chopped celery, optional] 

Grated rind one lemon 

One teaspoon salt 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper 

One egg 

One-half cup melted fat 

Pour boiling water over crumbs. 
cover, set aside until soft, squeeze 
roe seasonings, flavorings, egg and

Add egg; then flour, alter- 
nately with milk, a small amount at 
a time. Brat after each addition 
until smooth. Add vanilla. 

Melt four tablespoons butter in 
eight-inch iron skillet, or in cake 
pan 8x8x2 inches. Add brown sugar. 
Stir until melted. On this arrange 
apricots, cut-side up. Pour batter 
over contents of pan. Bake in a 
moderate oven 50 minutes, or until 
done. Loosen cake from sides and 
bottom of pan with spatula. Serve 
upside down on dish with apricots 
on top.

EIGHT RACES TO 
BE DECIDED AT 
STEEPLECHASE 
MEET ON OCT. 21 


Eight races, including the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Gold Cup race with 
an added purse of $1000, will com- 
prise the fifth annual steeplechase 
program to be held by the Bridle 
spur Hunt Club at Huntleigh 
Downs, Denny and Clayton roads. 
Oct. 21. 


The program characterizes St. 
Louis as being the center of 
steeplechasing, a distinction which 
had been sought by Kansas City, 
Chicago and Cleveland. Due to 
the work of August Busch and 
other members of Bridlespur, Hunt- 
leigh Downs has received officia) 
recognition by the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association as a 
sanctioned course. This entitles St. 
Louis to have steeplechase racing 
of the highest order. 

Steeplechasing in St. Louis has 
been highly successful for the past 
four years, a fact which is at- 
tested to from the viewpoint of at- 
tendance and the willingness of 
horse owners to ship their horses 
here. This year the Bridlespur of- 
ficials have built a new grand- 
stand to accommodate 2500 people 
and have installed a large refresh- 
ment stand underneath the seats. 
The feature race, the Mississippi 
Valley Gold Cup race, will be over 
a distance of about three miles 
over 17 timber fences, the lowest of 
which will te three and one-half 
feet. The cup must be won three 
times, not necessarily consecutive- 
ly, by the same owner for perma- 
nent possession. Brown Parcel. 
owned by F. C. Baker of Kansas 
City, was the 1931 winner and 
Hawkins, owned by Ben Behr of 
Chicago, won out in 19382. Hawkins 
again is entered and will receive 
a geat deal of competition from 
good Eastern horses. 

In addition to the steeplechase 
races, there will be an open race 
for junior members of the hunting 
field that are not over 19 years 
old and a Farmer’s Mule race, open 
to farmers and landowners in the 
hunting territory. The Huntleigh 
Downs course is in excellent con- 
dition and the officials hope to 
have one of the most thrilling 
steeplechase races ever put on in

My partner was the 
dealer, and opened the bidding with 
a diamond. East bid a heart, and 
I naturally made my one-over-one 
response of a spade, a constructive 
and optimistic move in no unmis- 
‘takable terms since it was made 
over an overcall, when the oppon- 
ent had already kept the bidding 
open for my partner. 
My partner bid three spades—a 
definite force to game which told 
me not only that we had a perfect 
fit in spades, but also that his hand 
was strong in high cards or dis- 
tribution even beyond his justifi- 
cation for opening the bidding as 
dealer. That is, he held more than 
three primary tricks. East passed 
and I now bid five spades, by which 
I conveyed this message: “We are 
safe at five in view of your bidding 
so far; but as far as I know they 
will win two heart tricks against 
us.” My partner, having the ace 
of hearts, rightly bid six spades. 
When dummy went down, I was, 
of course, disappointed that I could 
not discard my losing heart on a 
long diamond, or that I could not 
concede a heart and spread the 
hand. 
However, I saw that there was a 
chance to make my contract if 
East’s singleton. were a diamond 
and not, as seemed more likely, a 
spade. Knowing him to be a care- 
ful bidder, I assumed that his vul- 
merable overcall was based on a 
very long heart suit and a single- 
ton, there being four aces and three 
kings out against him. 

The Play. 

A heart was led; I took it and 
drew trumps in two rounds. Next, 
I led the two high clubs and ruffed 
a third round of that suit. I now 
took in the ace of diamonds, and 
since East had shown up with two 
spades and three clubs (he had 
played an honor on each club lead), 
I felt sure that I was going to 
make the hand. 

My next lead was a heart,-and 
the hand was made. If East took 
it, he could return only a heart, 
giving me a ruff in dummy and a 
discard of my losing diamond from 
my own hand. If West won this 
heart lead he would either have to 
give me this same ruff and discard 
play by leading a club or a heart 
(assuming that East held Q J 10 9 
of clubs and had false-carded, leav- 
ing a third heart for West to hold); 
or West would have to lead away 
from his Q 10 of diamonds into the 
tenace holding constituted by the 
K x x in dummy and the J 8 in my 
hand. 

This was really the only reason- 
able hope of making the slam, and 
I thought that those who bid it 
would make the same plays as I 
had made. However, only one other 
player did this. The others who 
bid the slam went down one. I 
suppose that they led out all the 
trumps in the vague hope of a 
SBqueeze—a poor hope with East dis- 
carding after dummy and obviously 
abie to count the hand should he 
‘have anything but hearts to pro- 
tect. The hand may have been 
slightly overbid—I did not expect 
that my trouble would be with the 
diamond suit, I admit—but my 
‘point is that if the system does 
take you to a slam which, when 
dummy goes down, should appar- 
‘ently not have been bid, donot 
-blame the system until you are 
sure that there is no play to fulfill 
your contract. 

If the play is there, but you did 
mot see it or did not apply it in 
the best manner, say to yourself, “I 
will not deliberately underbid next 
time because I missed: that play. 
I will bid the same way, but try 
to play the hand more imaginative- 
ly. I have learned a new play that 
I did not know before, and have 
learned it because I failed to make 
it. If Sims makes me bid another 
‘slam requiring a similar play, I will 
make the next one—perhaps _re- 
doubled.”

But those were MALE Vigilantes 
—operating in a MALE world, from 
a MALE viewpoint.

They, too, have been tried, in va- 
rious cities. Fine women were en- 
rolled — clever, intelligent women, 
devoted wives, noble ‘’ mothers. 
Doubtless the personnel of such 
organizations represented a far 
higher average of personal decency 
than one could have found in simi- 
lar organizations of men.

With the best of motives, they 
committed an appalling amount of 
mischievous meddling, and gummed 
up all the civic works, with their 
unwarranted. snooping and petty 
tattling.

HE problems of the under-privi- 
T iezea child we have always with 

us. Now, something rather new 
with this generation—the problems 
of the over-privileged child claim 
the attention of sociologists, educa- 
tors and parents. Well-to-do pa- 
rents begin to realize that their 
children, pampered, protected, over 
fed though often undernourished, 
segregated in their exclusive envi- 
ronments, are missing the contacts, 
experiences, adventures, that make 
less favored children better able to 
cope with life. Country children, 
without realizing it, have many ad- 
vantages coveted for city children. 


A great deal is being done about 
it. The Wild West is regaining 
some of its old time glamour with 
dude ranches and ranch schools de- 
voted to revitalizing the children 
of the effete East. The ruggedest 
spots in the country are chosen as 
summer camps for toughening 
physical, mental and moral fibers 
and counteracting the softening in- 
fluences of too much civilization. 


Without going so far from home, 
an outdoor recreation club in St. 
Louis serves the same purpose for 
some of the too-fortunate children 
of St. Louis. Sebago Club takes 
the poor-little-rich city child and 
turns him into something approxi- 
mating the child who grows up in 
the country. 

You’d never in the world suspect 
this of being a rich children’s club. 
All the equipment is the crudest, 
most primitive. The implements of 
the games they play, shuffle board, 
box hockey, ring toss, skiddles, 
bounce ball, battle ball, pen ball, 
ping pong, etc., have been impro- 
vised and built of the simplest ma- 
terials mostly by the children them- 
selves under direction of sympa- 
thetic counselors. Hockey sticks 
have been whittled out by a hand.

The ring toss bo-, a complicated 
one, is a home-made affair. Skid- 
dies, a game like ten pins, utilize 
old bottles for “men.” Several 
games have been invented here. 
One excellent one, an adjustable 
rope frame representing the range 
of a bat at which to pitch a ball, 
the frame being made smaller as 
the pitcher gains in accuracy. 

“We make our own games,” said 
William N. Goodall, director of the 
club, “for the sake of the lessons 
learned thereby. It teaches us han- 
dicrafts and resourcefulness so that 
we need never be at a loss for 
something to do just because the 
equipment is not provided for us.”

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week. There is a long toboggan 
slides, an aquarium filled with tur- 
tles, toads, reptiles, captured in 
tramps over the nearby country- 
side. A rabbit warren, and heavens 
for any strange animals that show 
up. A rifle range is placed against 
a hillside. About the only play- 
things a poor boy might envy these 
well provided ones is the neat row 
of 22 rifles on racks in the cook 
house, each kept clean and oiled by 
its owner. 

The buildings are few and primi- 
tive rough boarded structures, used 
only on the rare occasions when 
weather makes it inadvisable to 
remain out doors. They are heated 
in winter by stoves and fire places. 
One cabin comprises a play room or 
gymnasium and a craft shop for 
the girls, another, similar arrange- 
ments for the boys with their work- 
shop in a loft reached by a ladder. 
Shacks utilized as club houses by 
secret societies have been built by 
members themselves. One house in 
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a tree reached by a ladder is ideal 
for sleeping out in when there are 
overnight camps. Tents, too, are 
set up for these bivouacs and some 
boys prefer to take only a blanket 
and roll up in it on the outskirts 
of the property which comprises 16 
acres. It is regrettably reported, 
however, that as hoot owls hoot and 
bull frogs croak too eerily, in the 
dead of night, some of the boldest 
adventurers come sneaking back to 
camp. 

Even the busses which collect the 
members for the day’s outing avoid 
any suggestion of luxury. They are 
nicknamed appropriately, the Bat- 
tle Ship, the Puddle Jumper and 
the Peanut Roaster. 

Nothing in the appearance of the 
club members as they were ob- 
served romping over the fields, dig- 
ging in their gardens ankle deep in 
dirt, toiling over a new stone and 
cement wall project or fondling the 
turtles, toads and snakes in the 
aquarium, indicated that these 
youngsters came from some of the 
most luxurious homes in the city. 
Mostly they wore sweaters with 


\corduroy knickers and high laced 


boots, boys and girls alike. Some 
were in denim overalls and some, 
this crisp autumn morning, still 
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wore their cotton play suits made 
with shirts and shorts leaving legs 
and arms bare. In this respect 
many a mother of a public school 
child would have considered them 
inadequately clothed. Some of the 
men.bers looked too well nourished 
but just about as many were spin- 
dly, nervous, under-sized. 

Where, however, the physical as- 
pects of this club are studiously 
primitive, the knowledge brought 
to bear upon character building is 
derived from research into all the 
modern theories in progressive edu- 
cation and child psychology.

R. AND MRS. GOODALL came 
Mite the club 10 years ago from 

England by way of Paris, 
where they had conducted recrea- 
tional activities for American chil- 
dren whose parents were occupied 
with touring and sight seeing. He 
has some theories unique among 
other camp projects. Children from 
5 to 13 or a little younger or older 
are admitted to the club. When 
they are not all playing together at 
large group games, they are sepa- 
rated into smaller groups, not ac- 
cording to their ages, but accord- 
ing to their individual abilities. 
Larger boys and girls, it is thought, 
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have something to give the smaller 
ones in leadership, example, stimu- 
lation. , 

Contests and competitions are not 
stimulated by prizes. Except for 
gardening, where the. best may re- 
ceive an award of a trellis or other 
garden furniture, and in team play, 
no prizes are offered to victors. 
Instead of the usual cups, medals, 
tangible tokens, honors are accu- 
mulated. These are recognition of 
individual achievements, symbols of 
the fact that a boy or girl has bet- 
tered his or her own record, not 
somebody else’s. The progressive 
stages of bettering individual rec- 
ords are registered on an archery 
target. A new member's arrow is 
placed in the outermost ring of the 
target. As he progresses in doing 
those things which a good sports- 
man does and leaving undone those 
things which a good sportsman 
leaves undone, the arrow is moved, 
ring by ring, toward the golden 
center of the target. 

At this ceremonial] time, usually 
round the council fire, counselors 
who have been observing and tak- 
ing notes and fellow club members, 
too, may mention specific things a 
boy or girl has done to earn the 
right to score upon the target.

Cream Puffs 


| One-half cup shortening. 


One cup boiling water. 
One cup flour. 
Four eggs. 


Melt shortening in water. While 
water is boiling add flour, all at 
once, and stir constantly. Cook 
about two minutes or until mixture 
forms a smooth, compact mass. Re- 
move from fire. Cool slightly and 
add one egg at a time, beating 
thoroughly after each addition. Beat 


for five minutes, then shape as 
desired. This may be done by put- 
ting through pastry bag or drop- 
ping from teaspoon onto greased 
baking sheet. Bake in hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) about 10 minutes, 
then reduce to moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) and bake about 30 min- 
utes longer. Cool. Split in half. 
When shaped in large, round 
mounds we know these creations as 
“Cream Puffs.” They may be filled 
with any cream filling, or with ice 
cream or whipped cream. When 
filled with ice cream, a hot saucc 
is an appropriate topping. Custard 
fillings call for a simple frosting or 
a sprinkle of powdered sugar. 

For appetizers or dainty after- 
s100n tea “sandwiches,*. make very 
small cream puffs and bake only 
about 25 minutes. These may be 
filed with highly-seasoned cheese 
mixtures, deviled ham or tongue or 
with a sweet—jam, jelly or mar- 
malade. To fill, make slit in the 
side with pointed knife, and insert 
filling” with spoon; or an easier 
method—if the mixture is a smooth 
one—is to put filling in pastry bag 
or gun, insert tube-end in side of 
cream puff and press out contents 
of bag. 

To make “Eclairs,” shape with 
pastry bag about four inches long 
and one inch wide, keeping them at 
least two inches apart. When 
baked fill with cream or custard. 
Tiny eclairs, like finger rolls, may 
be filled with appetizing mixtures 
and served as accompaniments to 
salads or cocktails. Makes from 
one dozen large to two dozen small.
